Any 
talk he ever has made about economy 
has a strictly “hollow” sound. 
This year, however, his $35,000,000,000 
budget and his demand for higher taxes 
will put Congress to the test. Usually a 
great many m em bers of Congress do a 
lot of speech-making against spending. 
Most observers would get the impression 
that Congress is almost unanimous in de­ 
manding that the budget be drastically 
trim m ed and that taxes must not go high­ 
er. 
Within a few months, if one can judge 
by what has happened in the past 18 
years, many Congressmen will seem to 
undergo a change of heart. The pressure 
groups and administration cohorts go to 
work on them. Sometimes they have been 
known to finally favor even higher appro­ 
priations than those against which they 
earlier had railed and gnashed their teeth. 
Of course, there are a num ber of stal­ 
wart m em bers who usually stand firm in 
their demands for economy, but a great 
many do not seem able to oppose the 
pressure of “friends” , or the adm inistra­ 
tion whips who threaten to cut down their 


patronage if they do not agree to “go 
along” . And this year is no exception. 
Illinois’ Senator Douglas did not indulge 
in a repeat performance of his famous 
wail of despair, but he thinks $4,000,000,- 
000 to $5,000,000,000 should be squeezed 
out of the budget and “loopholes” in pres­ 
ent tax collections closed before thought 
is given to more taxes. 
Senator Connelly, of all people, says 
people cannot stand heavier taxes and 
he’ll vote against them. Tom has usually 
been on the other side of the fence, but 
he is up for reelection this year. 
Senator Harry F. Byrd of Virginia and 
Rep. John Taber of New York, leading op­ 
ponents of government waste in both 
branches of Congress—who always vote 
as they talk—are opposed to higher taxes 
and favor axing many items in the budget. 
Their stand will not have changed at roll 
call time. 
Necessary government activities ought 
to be conducted as economically as such 
activities can be conducted, taxes ought 
to be reasonable and collected fairly, and 
the budget ought to be balanced. These 
things are simple and fundamental. The 
question is, why doesn’t Congress see to it 
that they are done? 
Congress is the only hope for the tax­ 
payer. No one can expect President Tru­ 
man or his pals to help make cuts. This 
is an election year and a lot of money to 
spend can mean a heavy influence in get­ 
ting votes.

Salvage Sought 


Scrap Metal Value

way on the French fleet which was 
Mink in the Battle of Abukir bay 
That battle, though it is now all 
hut forgotten, was a decisive one 
for the world For it ended Napoli* 
on’s dream of reaching India and 
establishing a 
dictatorship 
over 
most of the earth 
Napoleon's hoj>c was to conquer 
Egypt and march eastward to In 
dia. The French fleet had come 
to nearby Abukjr bay to protect 
Napoleon’s army in Egypt, but the 
great British seaman Horatio Nel 
son sunk the French ships in a 
daring exploit 
Today, 30 tons of iron and brass, 
already have been salvaged from 
the French vessels 
Most of this metal consists ut 
cannon balls, anchors and guns 
They arc too rusted to be worth 
much as museum pieces, but the 
salvagers hope they'll prove profit­ 
able as scrap metal. 
If the tides have not hopelessly 
covered too many of the 13 French 
warships that W'crc sunk, the sal­ 
vagers should do well. 
For the 
French ships were big and heavily 
armed. The flagship, Orient, cat 
tied 
no less than 
IEO guns on 
three decks and was twice as pow 
erful as Nelson’s largest ship 
The British were outnumbered 
as well as 
outsized 
Seventeen 
French ships were anchored in a 
row in Abukir bay the night of 
Aug. I, 1798, when Nelson arrived 
with 14 smaller vessels.

ON LAND, a French army al 
ready had captured Cairo and the 
rest of Egypt in just three weeks 
Unless Nelson could destroy the 
French fleet and thereby cut the 
French army's supply line, Napo 
leon might well conquer three con 
I merits. 
The French had anchored in a 
line so closely paralleling the shore 
they believed 
no 
enemy 
would 
dare sail between their vessels and 
the beach. Nelson, who’d already 
lost an arm and an eye in battle, 
studied the French formation, then 
issued orders. 
The British ships split into two

One sailed along the sea 
ward side of tho French fleet The 
other did what the French thought 
could not be done. 
It slipped between the French 
warships and the land, and began 
bombarding Napoleon's vessels So 
sure were the French that no enc

T UR L E O E Nelson's ships at 
tacked the huge Orient and by IO 
IV M. it caught fire and exploded 
One by one, the other French ships 
either surrendered or were sung 
Nelson, who said the battle was 
his 124th, was struck on the fore 
head by a splinter. It temporarily 
blinded his one remaining 
eye 
However, none of the British ships 
was lost in the fight and for the 
victory Nelson was named Baron 
Nelson of the Nile. 
Britain granted him a pension 
of 2,(HK) pounds a year, and the 
East India company gave him IO. 
(HK) more for saving India from the 
French legions

In New Budget 


Reactions Varied 
Am ong Businessmen 


NEW YORK, Jan. 28 -UPL-Busi- 
nessmen—who say they aren’t sur­ 
prised by the 
President’s 
super- 
colossal budget—still find plenty in 
it to debate. The President’s pro­ 
posals for more foreign aid, tight­ 
er credit restrictions in home build­ 
ing and installment buying, high­ 
er taxes and plugging of loopholes 
ii* the tax returns of some indus­ 
tries, bring quick reaction from 
those affected. 
But businessmen also find two 
new trends in over all fiscal and 
industrial policy of the adminis 
tration made definite: 
1. A slowing down of the pace of 
re armament. The President pro­ 
poses to spend $85 billion in the fis­ 
cal year starting next July—con­ 
siderably more than in the present 
fiscal year. But most of that mon­ 
ey next year will go for goods al­ 
ready ordered and now under pro­ 
duction. New orders for arms and 
military supplies will be fewer this 
year than last.

FIRST, THIS year and next, as 
they deliver the goods for which 
they already hold orders, they will

er orders the President plans this 
year will be coming off the pro­ 
duction lines, the receipts of gov­ 
ernment money by industry will be 
considerably less than many com­ 
panies had anticipated only a short 
time ago. The dates for the ex­ 
pected post-armament jolt to the 
economy may be set in this bud­ 
get message. 
2. The second trend made plain 


by the budget m essage Is the 
abandonment of the pay-as-you- 
go policy and a turn to mounting 
•deficit financing. 
This means that 
more govern­ 
ment money is going to be paid to 
industrialists and businessmen -in 
the next two years for goods and 
.services than the Treasury is going 
to take from the taxpayers. This ; 
assures government-financed pros- i 
perity 
in 
many 
industries. 
It 
means more money in the pockets 
of businessmen and their employ 
es. 


However, to those in the banking 
and 
financial 
worlds 
who 
fear 
another onslaught of inflation by 
the end of this year, this deficit 
financing means ground-work 
be 
ing laid for the further cheapening 
of the dollar and expansion of cred- 
1 it. 


As for the President's request for 
I higher taxes in general—business- 
I men have a word for that, too. But 
I they’re pinning their faith on Con­ 
gress to kill that request — and ; 
I thereby make it unnecessary for 
that word to be spelled out.

RESIDENTS of this community, 
who had “only gotten their feet 
w et” in that flood, donated gen­ 
erously to the relief 
of Dayton 
flood victims. 
The pumping plant was closed 
down here by the 1913 flood, and 
there was no auxiliary station to 
draw from. 
The Daily Herald had an extra 
on the streets early March 26, 1913, 
giving the latest flood news, and 
warning citizens to 
conserve the 
water supply in every way possible. 
Washed out water gates, dam 
aged farm s, highways and railroads 
was left in the wake of the great 
flood, so that loss was much greater 
in this vicinity than was caused 
by the present flood.
